2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
Capuano (US#4431353) discloses all of the limitations except for the conical surface tapering 
inwardly downwardly from the neck piece. Moreover, Capuano discloses the conical surface 
140 tapers outwardly downwardly from the neck piece 68. It would not have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Capuano such that the conical surface tapered inwardly 
downwardly from the neck piece. Claims 5 and 6 include the allowable subject matter of claim 1 
discussed above and are allowable for at least the same reason(s).
